ALARGE ESTATE IN HAWAIL

Ohicago Claimants to an Immense Prop-
erty in the Sandwich Islands

The Romantle Story of John Young—
His Descendents the Melatives
of Queen Emma.

Chicopo Newrs,

A Chicago lady claims an intorest in
large cstutes in the Hawaiian islands,and
has retained a Chicago law firm (o prose-
cute her elaim, It is based on her hlood
relationship to John Young, who marvried
into the royal family of the islands, be-
cime governor of Hawadi, and  grand-
father of the Inte Queen Emma,

Abont the yoar 1780 John Young, bont
gwaln of the ship Eleanor, Capt. Motealf,
sailed from Cape Cod. A year later she
dropped anchor at Owhyhee, aad, after
triaving with the natives for a fow days,
shoe woent ta Mawhee, another of the
Hawaiian group.

While at anchor there two native chiefs
swanin to the Eloanor one mght and stole
asmall boat which flonted astern of the
ship, and in which was o sailor who had
fallen asleep, The elinefs pushed the oot
stlently ashore, where they murdoerved the
satlor.  They burned the boat to oblapin
the nadls in {t, which were almost invilu-
able to them for the purpose of muking
lishihooks,

Capt, Metealf offered a reward for the
vetaen of the =ailor's body and any parl
of the boat. This bronght to the vessel
many canoclonds of natives bearving re-
tains of the sailor and bringing prodiee
tor purposes of teade. Many came through
cuviosity.  Capt. Metealt  gathoered all
the canoes on one side of tho vessel, and
then swdilenly running out the guns,
lopded with grape-shot, bullets, and nails,
firedd upon the natjves, killing and mang-
ling over one hundred ot them,  The ves
sel then sailed to Karakakoon bay, in the
island of Owhyhoee.

At this time a small schooner of
twoenty-six tons, a consort of the eleanor,
commanded by Capt, Motealf's son and
a crew of gix men, lay of the coast of
Kaunihal rading with the natives.  The
crow kunew nothing of the wmnssacre
which had oceurred, but the natives  did,
and they determined to have revenge,

A high  chief, Kamecimokie,  went
abonrd the consort with several men
with apparently pesceable  intentions,
Watching their opportunity they selzoed
young Metealf and threw |I‘i|l'|. overboanl,
where he was drowned.  All the sailors
bt one, numed Tenry Daves, were
killed with clubs. Davis  was earried
ashore, badly wounded, to be burned as
i snoerifice,

A day Iater the Eleanor sailed from
Karaknkoon bhuy, accidentally loaveing
on shore John Young, the boatswain.
Discovering this, Capt. Metealf stopped
the vessel about two miles trom shove,
where he waited for two days signal-
izing for Young, whom the natives re-
straimed.

Young and Davis wounld have been
killed had it not been that Kaoanaeha, a
high ehicefess, fell in love with Young,
and, by her intevcession with the King,
saved the lives of botn sailors, Kavanlha
wis the most beautiful womanon the
island of Owhyvhee, anr was the admira-
tion of all the sailors who visited
Kiurkakooa buy. She was the only
dunghther of Kelilmuaiki, the favorite
brother of the great king, Kamehameha

John Young and Knoananeha wera soon
married. King Kamehameha appreeiated
the superior talents of the white men,
and made them high chiefs. They taught
the natives many  things, and sewed the
seed of Christinnity among them, When
the navigntor Vancouver visited the is-
Inndd, in 1583, he was entertained by King
Kamehamehn and John Young, who was
then the ehief counselor. '

Young built the first house on the is-
land of Hawaii. Its ruins are still to be
seen. It i< of stone. Young had no
tools but o hatehet and a wooden trowel.,
He made the door with the hatehet, how-
ing it out of a kon tree slab,  He white.
washed the house with lime made from
white coral, lishad from the sea. Hero
Young and Kuaoanacha lived and died,
and here their danghter, Fanny Young
Kekelnokalind, was born.

In 17 each island of the gronp wns a
separate kingdom. About this ime Kam-
ehamebn made war on the other islands,
und eventually conquered all of them,
becoming the fivst king of the Sandwich
islands.  In these wurs he wuas greatly
aided by Young, by the ficenrms and the
military instruction he had received from
Vancouver and by the vessel tuken from
Metealf's son,

King Kamehameha was the greatest of
his raeq. He was of immoense stature and

wodigious strength, while his voloe was
ike the ronr of the sen. He was a most
skltul warrior, When his forees were
engaged in battle he would tuke a com-
manding position, where he conlid wateh

Queen Emma  Kaleleonnlani, died last
April, leaving no issua, She was the

danghter of Fanny Young Kekeluokaling,
who was the danghter of Kovanneha and
John Young, Queen Kmma was born in
Honolulu —in 1856, She  marriod
Kamehameha LY, and on his death  =he
became queen.,
